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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the added language would require further consideration. In addition, the added language does not appeared to 
overcome the art of record. Applicant, in brief, argued that the tensioners of Hinsperger do not tension or adjust the size or shape of the 
perimeter of the panels that make up the cover, therefore, the combination of Crawley in view of Hinsperger is not combinable. In 
response to Applicant's argument, the tensioners 10, 12 of Hinsperger does change the size or shape of the perimeter of the cover 
because these tensioners 10,12 hold the cover and stretch the cover out fully. Otherwise, the wind can blow the cover away. For example, 
if loops 10 are not provided at the periphery (see col.5, lines 1-10 of Hinsperger), the cover's edge might blow upward due to the wind; 
hence, having tensioners 10,12 will change the shape or size of the cover so that the cover can maintain it's rectangular shape. In 
addition, Applicant's claim language states a fuctionality "to adjust a distance between an associated pair of hold-downs", which the 
tensioners 10,12 of Hinsperger can function to do so by pulling on the tensioners 10,12 tight so as to move one hold-down 8, even if the 
distance is minute, close to the other hold-down 8 to stretch out the tensioners 10,12 so as to hold the cover down in the event a strong 
wind comes along. As for the argument of Hansen, see the final rejection. Furthermore, if one wishes to pull the ropes 12 upward, the 
cover will definite change size or shape since the ropes 12 pull on loops 10, which loops 10 are attached to the cover at the periphery, 
hence, will change the size of the cover. Therefore, the tensioners 10,12 can definitely change the size and shape of the cover. 
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
